Move  to  beat  ban? 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
Federal  Communications 
Commission  said  Monday 
Chairman  Dean  Burch  would  meet 
Friday  with  members  of  the 
tobacco  and  broadcast  industries 
to  discuss  reports  they  might  try 
to  get  around  the  new  ban  on 
television  and  radio  cigarette 
commercials. 

In  a letter,  Burch  told  Vincent 
T.  Wasilowski,  President  of  the 
National  Association  of 
Broadcasters,  and  Horace 
Kornegay,  President  of  the 
National  Tobacco  Institute,  he 
was  “disturbed  by  reports  that 
some  cigarette  manufacturers  may 
possibly  be  preparing  to  take  steps 
to  circumvent  the  law.” 

In  his  Dec.  23  letters  to 
Kornegay  and  Wasilowski,  Burch 
cited  charges  by  Sen.  Frank  E. 


Moss,  D-Utah,  that  R.  J.  Reynolds 
Tobacco  Co.  planned  to  sponsor 
the  Winston-Salem  Golf  Classic  in 
North  Carolina  and  the  American 
Tobacco  Co.  would  advertise  over 
the  airwaves  Pall  Mall  and  Silva 
Thin  Pipe  Tobacco  as  a means  of 
keeping  these  cigarette  brand 
names  before  the  public.

Daily  Universe 


BYU  ranks  first  in  size 


BYU  continues  to  rank  as  the 
largest  private  University  in  the 
United  States  on  a basis  of 
full-time  students,  according  to  a 
study  released  recently  by 
University  of  Cincinnati. 

Results  of  the  survey  were 
issued  by  Dr.  Garland  G.  Parker, 
vice  provost  for  admissions  and 
records  at  University  of  Cincinnati 
and  author  of  an  annual  report  on 
collegiate  statistics  for  “School 
and  Society,”  an  educational 
journal. 

BYU,  which  ranks  number  21, 
is  the  only  private  university  on 
the  list  of  the  “Big  30” 
universities  based  on  full-time 
enrollment.  All  of  the  other 
schools  on  the  list  are  large  state 
universities  outside  the 
intermountain  area,  except 


University  of  Colorado,  which  is 
number  30. 

However,  in  the  list  of  the  “ is 
30”  for  total  enrollment,  BYU  is 
not  included. 

BYU  this  fall  semester  has  a 
total  enrollment  of  25,021.  The 
Cincinnati  survey  shows  that 
22,648  of  these  are  full-time 
students. 

Dr.  Parker  states  that  despite 
higher  costs  and  widespread 
campus  unrest  in  the  past, 
students  again  have  enrolled  in 
record  numbers  at  the  nation’s 
colleges  and  universities. 

“This  indicates  more  confidence 
in  American  higher  education 
than  many  had  presumed,”  he 
asserted. 

Figures  from  1185  reporting 
accredited  colleges  and 


universities  — and  the  two-year 
schools  they  operate— show  there 
are  4,484,031  full-time  students. 
When  part-timers  are  added  the 
grand  total  comes  to  6,048,496. 

Both  categories  represent  gains 
of  more  than  300,000  over  last 
year’s  figures.

The  wacky  Western  Athletic 
Conference  basketball  wars  swing 
into  high  gear  this  weekend  with 
all  of  the  WAC  teams  in  action. 

Thus  far  this  season  the  WAC 
has  been  well  represented  in  some 
of  its  performances.  The 
University  of  Texas  at  El  Paso  is 
currently  the  third  best  team  in 
the  nation  in  team  defense  as  the 
stubborn  Miners  have  allowed 
their  opponents  only  59  points 
per  game. 

Arizona  State,  the  surprise  of 
the  WAC  thus  far,  is  currently 
fourth  in  rebounding  with  an 
average  of  6 5 takedowns  per 
contest.  ASU  last  year  was  the 
doormat  of  the  WAC  conference, 
but  this  is  another  year. 

As  far  as  the  individual  WAC 
performers  are  concerned,  Willie 
Long,  New  Mexico’s  6’8”  center, 
has  taken  a lead  in  the  early  WAC 
basketball  statistics  despite  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  defenses  he 
has  faced  have  utilized  the 
collapsing  type  of  defense  that 
sometimes  places  two  defenders 
on  Long  to  keep  him  away  from 
the  basket. 

Long,  described  in  a pre-season 
press  meeting  “as  good  a big  man 
as  we  have  ever  had  at  New 
Mexico”  by  Coach  Bob  King,  has 
averaged  23.3  points  per  contest 
while  pacing  the  Lobo’s  to  an 
impressive  9-1  mark  thus  far. 

Long  is  the  only  player  in  the 
conference  to  rank  among  the  top 
ten  in  all  four  individual  statistical 
departments.  He  is  the  first  in

scoring  (23.3),  fifth  in  rebounding 
(11.6),  ninth  in  free  throws 
shooting  (77.9  per  cent)  and  tenth 
in  field  goal  accuracy  (51.4  per 
cent). 

Another  leader  in  games  played 
through  December  15  is  Long’s 
sophomore  teammates,  John 
Johnson,  in  free  throw  accuracy 
(93.1  per  cent).  Colorado  State’s 
Mike  Childress  is  a leader  in 
rebounding  and  Bob  Caton  leads 
in  field  goal  percentages. 

Childress  has  set  a hot  early 
pace  in  rebounding  by  averaging 
18.4  caroms  per  game.  He  set  the 
conference  full  season  record  last 
year  as  a junior  when  he  brought 
down  17.0  rebounds  per  contest. 
Caton,  the  Rams  under-rated 


guard,  is  shooting  at  a 61.1  per 
cent  clip  from  the  field. 

Two  newcomers  have  made  a 
decided  impact  on  conference 
statistics.  Paul  Stovall,  Arizona 
State’s  6-5  forward  who  played  at 
Pratt  (Kans.)  Junior  College  the 
last  two  years,  ranks  second  in  the 
WAC  in  rebounding,  and  is  ranked 
sixth  nationally.  Stovall  is  also 
third  in  field  goal  percentage  in 
the  conference  and  fourth  in 
scoring  . Jerry  Brucks,  Wyoming’s 
6’ 10”  center  who  transferred 
from  Fullerton  Junior  College,  is 
second  in  field  goal  shooting. 
Thus  this  year  the  WAC  looms  as 
one  of  the  strongest  conferences 
in  the  nation  with  a talented 
group  of  performers.

The  holiday  season  has  come 
and  gone  for  1970,  but  for  the 
BYU  basketball  team  1970,  it  will 
be  a year  to  remember. 


BYU  on  Dec.  16  finally  started 
to  put  it  all  together  as  the 
Mountain  Cats  disposed  of  the 
University  of  Denver  in  rather 
easy  fashion  100-72. 


From  that  point  on  there  was 
no  stopping  the  rampant  Cougar 
juggernaut  as  it  ripped  and  tore  its 
way  into  the  1970  Rainbow 
Classic  championship  far  across 
the  crystal  clear  blue  waters  of  the 
Pacific  in  Honolulu,  Hawaii, 
before  finally  bowing  to  the 
University  of  Hawaii  Rainbows 
94-90. 


The  Cougars  downed  their 
opening  round  opponent,  the 
Armed  Service  League,  to  advance 
into  the  semi-finals  against  10th 
ranked  Villanova.  And  once  again 
BYU  prevailed  over  a nationally 
ranked  team  as  the  Cougars, 
behind  substitute  center  Jay 
Bunker  playing  in  place  of  injured 
Kresimir  Cosic,  ignited  for  27 
points. 


But  it  was  Bernie  Fryer  that 
enabled  the  Cougars  to  gain  the 
victory  as  he  calmly  sank  two 
crucial  free  throws  with  only  five 
seconds  remaining  in  the  game. 
That  tied  the  score  at  83-83,  and 
sent  the  game  into  overtime. 


It  was  a come  from  behind 
victory  for  the  Cougars  as  they 
trailed  the  Wildcats  80-75  with 
only  five  minutes  remaining.  The 
Cougars  then  went  to  a pressing 
zone  trap  defense  that  proved  to 
be  a contributing  factor  in  the 
Cougar’s  comeback. 


In  the  overtime  period  BYU 
outscored  Villanova  19-10  to  earn 
the  right  to  meet  host  Hawaii  for 
the  championship. 


Fryer  finished  with  31  points, 
including  a nine  for  nine 
performance  at  the  charity  stripe 
to  lead  all  scorers. 


Assistant  coah  Pete  Witbeck 
stated  after  the  Villanova  game, 
“Villanova  is  a better  team  than 
Southern  Cal,  and  we  were  really 
proud  of  our  team  tonight.” 

In  the  championship  contest, 
the  University  of  Hawaii,  after  a 
seven  year  drought  was  finally 
able  to  win  its  own  Invitational. 
Behind  the  prolific  shooting  of  A1 
Davis  the  Rainbows  extinguished 
the  Cougars’  chances  for  victory. 

Davis,  who  hit  11  of  12  field 
goal  attempts,  was  the  main  factor 
in  Hawaii’s  victory.  The  victory 
kept  the  Rainbow’s  record 
unblemished  at  7-0,  while  BYU’s 
is  8-4.
